The  Nineteenth  Century  American 
Music  Periodicals  project,  begun  by 
Opus  Publications  in  1986,  has  changed 
hands  and  is  now  being  published  by 
Chadwyck-Healey.  The  selection  of  ti- 


tles is  based  on  William  J.  Weichlein's 
Check-  list  of  American  Music  Peri- 
odicals 1850-1900.  Continuing  the 
tradition  of  Opus,  Chadwyck-Healey  is 
trying  to  provide  the  most  complete 
runs  possible  to  researchers.  As  of 
February  1990,  forty-three  periodicals 
are  available  in  microfilm  edition,  and 
four  titles  are  forthcoming.

She  had  just  returned  from  an  enlight- 
ening study  trip  to  Finland  and  was 
planning  to  return  for  further  study 
sometime  this  year. 

Reina  will  always  be  remembered  by 
all  who  worked  with  her  and  came  in  con- 
tact with  her  as  a  warm-hearted,  kind, 
generous  person.  She  was  willing  to 
work  and  lend  a  hand  or  ear  when 
needed.  She  will  be  missed  by  all  who 
knew  her.
